Anticipated Vietnamese Position 


The lasting political support of the great majority of the Viotnanese 
people lies in the individual private ownership of the land by small 
cultivators o 

The largest regions of Viet-IIam have in the past been the least 
populated, due partly to the existence of large absentee land holdings and 
partly to the French colonial practice of keeping large areas unesploitedo 
The land reform program envisages installing families in these areas and 
providing each family with a house and two or three hectares of land® 

These families would cooperate with each other to work their land and would 
gradually accumulate small savings 'which could then bo invested in the 
industrialization of the country® Furthermore, boing on tho land and 
raising their am crops, they would be able to survive periods of depression, 
since peoplo tiho own their own land aro not likely to starve in bad times* 

Ry their very presence in these areas those people would deny the use 
of them to Communist forces* Thus the land reform program lias social, 
economic and strategic implications o

Anticipated Vietnnmssa Position 

President Ngo B lah BLom will probably request increased as3ocir.ti.co 
with SEAT'D, particularly in the field of military planning. He will recog- 
nise that Pull membership in SEATO would be inconsistent with tho Vietnaraege 
declaration of April 6, 1956, and the Geneva Agreement, but h® will press for 
at least observer status in the SSAT0 Military Planning Office and for stroller 
association with SEATO nctwailitasy activities and organisations. 

Racccgaended US Bosltica 

We favor the MC&Enra Viatnamsse participation in SEATO aa soon as 
possible. We recognise, however, tho practical limitations resulting from 
th® Geneva Agreement and the predictable unfavorable reaction by ’fri endly 
nations who are signatories of that Agreement or who participate In the 
International Commission for its implementation. The attitude of other free 
nations in the area must also be considered. Finally, it must be ressaabared 
that any decision to invite Viet-Haa to participate in SEATO in any capacity 
must be unanimously approved by all SEATO members.

Resident Ego 
might wish to discuss this with Pakistan, Philippine and Thai repre optatives, 
with th® object of obtaining the active support of those SEATO narhars for 
increased Vietnamese participation in certain SEATO aon-ndXit*uy activities.

It is generally recognized by the members of SEATG that the Republic |* 
of Vietnam is prevented by the Geneva Agreement from joining SEATO ae a p 
full member at the present time. On the basis of its continuing interest Is 
as evidenced by its representative at Canberra we believe it would be highly p 
useful to encourage Vietnamese participation in certain selected non-'iiiiitary p 
SEATO activities. As such participation by Vietnam would require the assent RS 
of other members* the US Council Representative was instructed in early April gs 
to approach his Bangkok colleagues informally on the matter, lie also indicated p 
that we intended to inform the Canadians of our proposal at an early date, P

The Vietnamese military role as envisaged by SEATO is to delay any i 
massive military attack by the Vietnamese Communists ■who have 380,000 ! 
men organized into heavy divisions with strong artillery. Free Viet- Warn I 
ha3 only 1$0 S 000 men, organized for tie most part into light divisions, (• 


In order to fulfill their responsibilities within the framework of 
S'SATO the Vietnamese need sufficient troops to form two army corps, to 
organize their troops into divisions and to carry on training without 
diminishing the operational capacity of the army. Furthermore, the 
Vietnamese do not view their mission simply as a delaying one but feel 
that after resisting the initial shock they must counterattack at once. 
There are compelling political reasons for this. Since it would not bo 
desirable to use American troops for this nurpose and since neither the 
Filipinos nor the Thai are in a position to send troops to Viet~Nsn 
this must be done by Vietnamese troops. For all these reasons the 
Vietnamese Army needs 20,000 to 30,000 troops with equipment above the 
present force level of 150,000, 

Recommende d U-.S, Position 

The present force level of 1.50,000 supported by the United States 
has. been determined in the light of the oveivall SEATO strength,. This 
additional power in conjunction with Vietnamese forces would exceed tho 
present Vietnamese Communist strength. 


We must also take into consideration U.S, commitments elsewhere in 
tihe world aid the present climate of public and Congressional opinion 
concerning economy,,

SUGGESTED U.S. DRAFT JOUR’ COMMUNIQUE 

His Excellency Ngo Dinh Died, President of the Republic of Viet-Nam, 
and President Biaenhower have held discussions during President Hgo Dinh Diaa 5 
state visit as the guest of President Eisenhower during Way 8 - 10 0 Their 
disouasiona have been supplemented by meetings between President %o and 
his advisers • -*^jX the Secretary of State and other American officials., These 
meeting 8 afforded the occasion for reaffirming close mutual friendship and 
support between the Republio of Viet-Nara and the United States. The two 
Presidents exchanged views on various aspects of the question of the peace 
and stability of Viet-Nam and in the Far East as a whole. 

President Eisenhower complimented President Hgo on the progress which 
the Republic of Viet-Nam had made under the loadersjiip of President Hgo 
since ho took office in July, 195k* It was noted that noarly one million 
refugees who had Hed from Communist tyranny in Worth Viet-Nam had bp an 
cared for and resettled in Free Viet-Nam. The rapid and effective establish- 
ment of internal security throughout most of Free Viet-Nam had permitted 
the development of constitutional, representative government, the launching 
of a program of land refona and a constructive approach to long-range 
economic and social problems to promote higher living standards for the 
Vietnamese people. 

President Eisenhower and President Ngo reviewed the common efforts of 
the two governments to continue to bring about increasing political stability 
and economic welfare in the Republic of Viet-Nam. President Elsenhower

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assured President Ngo of the willingness of the United States to continue 
to provide assistance within the constitutional processes of tho United 
States to meet these objectives. 

President Eisenhower and President Ngo look forward to an end of the 
unhappy division of the Vietnamese people and to their eventual peaceful 
unification in freedom in accordance with tho purposes and principles cf 
the United Nations Charter. It was noted with pleasure that the General 
Assembly of the United Nations by a large majority had found tho Republic 
of Viet-Nam qualified for membership in the United Nations. 

President Eisenhower and President Ngo notod in contrast tho large 
build-up of Vietnamese Communist forcoa in North Viet-Nam during the pest 
two and one-half years* the repression of all democratic freedoms of the 
people of North Viet-Nam, and their increasing hardships. While oppressing 
gratification over the absence during the last three years of Communist- 
inspired hostilities in Southeast Asia except against the Kingdom of Laos, 
President Eisenhower and President Ngo noted with concern the apparent increase 
in Communist subversive activities in this area and elsewhere. In particular, 
they agreed that the continued military build-up of the Chinese Communists, 
their refusal to renounce the use of force, and their unwillingness to 
subscribe to standards of conduct of civilized nations constitute e continuing 
threat to the safety of all free nations in Asia. 

President Eisenhower and President I/go agreed that aggression threatening 
the political independence of the Republic of Viet-I/am or subversive inter- 
vention from any source in its internal affairs would be considered as

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endangering world peace and stability. The just settlement of problems of 
the area by peaceful and legitimate means within the framework of the TO
